Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument focused on the following: 
A) Applicant's argued that Paragraphs 0021 and 0022 of Glenn cited by examiner does not teach the limitation " upon opening of the 
electronic message by the recipient, indicating an online state of one or more of the sender and any other recipient of the electronic 
message. 

A) Examiner disagrees. Paragraphs 0021 and 0022 of Glenn teach this limitation because they teach displaying a presence indicator 
upon receiving the binary information, (paragraph 0021) The presence indicator indicates the present a particular user, (paragraph 0022) 
And the binary information includes target message, which is further explained in paragraph 0050. 

B) Applicant argues that Glenn fails to teach, "indicating an online state of one or more of the sender." 

B) Examiner disagrees. Glenn teaches this limitation because Glenn indicates on a document, such as HTML, XML, SGML, or an 
advertisement banner, whether the correspondent of that particular document is online, (paragraph 0056, paragraph 0061) The 
correspondent of this document that is sent to user's computer is one of the senders, (paragraph 0063) . 
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
